NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 26>-A cablegram received here *hls after- 


noon by the Picayune says that revolution has broken out in Santo 
Domingo and that it is due to the action of the United States in as- 
suming a protectorate oyer the island. 


The telegram says that fighting is new going en in the streets of 


the city of Domingo and that it may be some time before the insurrec- 
tion can be quelled. 


A cablegram was received by the naval officers at Colon this after- 


noon ordering 600 marines placed on board, the Dixie at the earliest 
possible moment, and the captain of the Dixie, which has been cruising 
the Southern Seas for the past several months, has been ordered to pro- 
ceed to Santo Domingo as soon as posible and place the forces 
of 
his 


shin at the disposal of the officer in command of the forces already 
landed. 
The marines were at once placed aboard a special train and 


sent to Colon. They are carrying several pieces of artillery. 


The crisis is considered critical.

The students of the college stated 


yesterday that the Regents had dis- 
cussed an order, which will require 
the students to wear their uniforms 
at all times. 
Each cadet will be re- 


quired to have a fatigue and dress 
uniform and will also be required to 
have a military overcoat. They will 
made to wear these uniforms at all 
times and may never don their civil- 
ian clothes except during vacations. 
If this order is carried 
out it' will 


make an Jxtra expense of 160 to each 
student and they are

Ing contests because the young boxers 
In our club are lured Into the profes- 
sional field by so called 
amateur 


boxing clubs which have sprung up 
all over the city and which are fakes 
pure and simple. 
"These clubs, four in particular, are 


making a business of arranging for 
fake prize fights at any price from $10 
up. 
This condition of affairs is de- 


stroying all love for clean athletics in 
San Francisco. Our young 
athletes 


are prostituting their talent for gold 
held out to them by so called ama- 
teurs. I venture to say that as an ex- 
pert on boxing that 75 per cent of the 
prize fights held In San Francisco aro 
rank frauds on the public. 
But the 


public evidently likes to be gulled. 


"Prize fighting has made such In- 


roads that It. has become a menace 
to our youths. 
Something must be 


done to cure the disease. .Physical cul- 
ture is an excellent thing, but If It Is 
to be used only in educating bruisers.

A GIGANTIC BLUNDER 


T 


HEJ refusal of the Republican members of the legis- 


lature to adopt the Coryell resolution in advance of 


the election of a senator was a political blunder of the 
flrst magnitude. 
Those resolutions are straight In line 


with President Roosevelt's avowed policy. 
If the pres- 


ident Is .sincere, and The Journal does not doubt that he 
Is, and the Republicans of Nevada are with'him In the 
policies outlined, the adoption of the resolutions could 
have done no possible harm, but on the contrary would 
have distinctly strengthened the Republican position In 
this state, provided of course, that the resolutions wero 
supported by a majority of the Republican members. As 
It Is they have, in effect, told their newly elected senator 
that he Is at liberty to do as he pleases in regard to the 
president's plan of putting an end to all railroad rebates, 
and enlarging the powers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission no as to allow It to change, subject to judic- 
ial review, any rates challenged as unreasonable. 


When on Monday the Republicans voted to postpone 


consideration of the resolutions until after the senator 
should have been elected. It was quietly given out that 
Mr. Nixon in his address to the joint convention, would 
make his position perfectly clear by endorsing in letter 
and spirit the resoultlons as offered. 
The Journal is 


not disposed to carp at Mr. Nixon or to condemn him in 
advance. This paper will watch his senatorial career and 
Judge him fairly by his acts. As he himself declared in 
his speech "actions speak louder than words." 


Still, to n considerable extent public men must be 


judged by what, they- say concerning public questions, and 
It Is a regretable fact that Mr. Nixon did not endorse the 
Cory el I resolutions in letter, in spirit, or. at all. He simply 
said that his "highest and greatest desire would be to up- 
hold Mr. Roosevelt in those policies which will accrue to 
the best Interests of the state of Nevada In every partic- 
ular, and In such a manner that no one, I care not whether 
his policy be Republicanism of Democracy, will ever have 
cause to regret that I, as a follower of Theodore Roose- 
velt, supported those policies." 


That statement is a mere generality. Any Republican 


would say as much, no Republican acknowledging an el- 
ection os United States senator could have said less and 
nald anything at all upon the subject of supporting Roose- 
velt's policies. Probably no Republican In the United 
States except Mr. Roosevelt himself, agrees with Mr. 


Roosevelt in everything which he wants to do. On the 
Immediate question pertaining to railroad rates many 
high in the councils of the Republican party are at issue 
with the president. It is doubtful whether his proposed 
policy will have the support of a majority of his party 
in congress. There being a sharp division gj^ong Repub- 
licans upon this question, the general statement by Mr. 
Nixon that he will uphold Roosevelt's policies '!which 
will accrue to the best interests of Nevada," throws no 
light whatever upon Mr. Nixon's attitude respecting the 
subject matter of the Coryell resolutions. Mr. Nixon in 
not committed in any way to those resolutions. He could 
have made his position perfectly clear with r*espect to them 
In less than thirty seconds, but he didn't do it He merely 
gave a general endorsement of Roosevelt's policies, reserv- 
ing to himself the right to determine which of those poli- 
cies will accure to the best interests of the state. 


In the present acute stage of' the railroad Interests 


solidly backing him in his canvass for the senate, it seems 
to The Journal that Mr. Nixon should have addressed him. 
self directly to that question, and so clearly that there 
could be no possible misunderstanding. The Coryell res- 
olutions furnished him the opportunity, but he failed to 
grasp it.. The people cannot fall*to conclude that tho 
Coryell resolutions ysere voted down by the Republicans 
because they did not want to force Mr. Nixon to take a 
pledge that would place him at issue with the great trans- 
continental road which for so many years has had Neva- 
da at its mercy. 


Only a few short months ago leading Republican news, 


papera in the state were gravely advocating the dropping 
of old isssues and formulating a new one which should 
be war to the knife against railroad extortions and dis- 
criminations. And yet after being in a hopeless minority 
for a dozen years, by an accident,, as it were, the Republi- 
can party suddenly regains power in this state, and its 
first political act is to refuse to pledge the senator which 
It elects to stand with President Roosevelt against these 
extortions and discriminations.. 
Considered as a party 


proposition it was a monumental blunder. 


Mr. Nixon may make a good senator. He may stand 


with the people against the railroads. It is to be'hoped 
that he will do both, and If he does The Journal will give 
him full credit. But if he is with the people upon this 
question there Is no reason on earth why the Coryell 
resolution^ should not have been adopted before he was 
elected, and why Mr. Nixon should not have pledged him- 
self specifically thereon. As It Is, the people are bound 
to be full of suspicion until Mr. Nixon redeems himself 
by his acts.

Evidence in the Trial of Under- 


man, Charged With* Murder, 


Is Now Before Jury 


Citizens of the State Continue to Sign 


Petition Asking Legislature to 


Change Weak Law 


The evidence In the case of 
the 


State vs. Frank 
Williams 
charged 


with the murder of Jack Welch, was 
completed yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock and at 10 o'clock this morning 
the attorneys for the State and defense 
will argue the case, after which It will 
be submitted to the Jury for Its final 
judgment. 
The State placed several 


witnesses on the stand yesterday and 
Introduced some very convincing evi- 
dence, but the testimony of the de- 
fense was very brief. 
Fred Dolan. one of the death watch 


at the Carson prison was the first 
witness called by the State. He testi- 
fied that no Inducement had been of- 
fered Ldnderman, when he had made 
the confession concerning the mur- 
der of Welch. His testimony was cor- 
roborated by Percy E. Elstner, also 
one of the death watch, at the time the 
confession was made. 


Deputy Sheriff Maxwell then took 


the stand and testified In behalf of the 
State. 
At this point Attorney Pike, 


who Is assistant counsel for the State, 
offered the written confession of Lln- 
derman an evidence. There was a long 
argument but at last the court allow- 
ed the statement to be entered as evi- 
dence. 
District Attorney Craig then 


read the statement to the Jury. The 
State now rested Its case. 
The attorneys for the defense open- 


ed their evidence by placing the de- 
fendant on the stand. 
His testimony 


was short and he claimed that he had 
hoped for reward when he made the 
statement. 
W. J. Maxwell was then 


called by the defendant and the cast- 
was closed by the testimony of Dr. 
Dellaslea. 
' 
The attorneys for both State ana de- 


fendant wanted time In which to pre- 
pare Instructions for the Jury and the 
case was continued until this morn- 
Ing at 10 o'clock. It is thought that 
the arguments of the attorneys will be 
quite long this morning and the case 
will probably not be submitted to the 
Jury until a latt hour this afternoon. 


The evidence against the defendant 


Is very strong and it is thought that 
the Jury will bring in a verdict In a 
short time after they take the matter 
under deliberation.^
